To the Dally: 

As student journalists at another univer- 
sity wc urge McGill students to vote ‘YES' 
in the Daily's fee referendum. The Daily 
has already presented its specific reasons 
for needing more money. Describing the 
experience of another student paper might 
strengthen the Daily's case by showing 
why student papers, in general need stu- 
■dcnl levies, and often bigger ones than 
they presently receive. 

The Varsity, University of Toronto's 
student paper, has lost two fee referenda in 
the last three years. Wc arc forced to rely 
heavily on advertising revenue to keep 
publishing: in Toronto’s market (at least as 
competitive as Montreal's) this means that 
wc publish only two issues per week, in- 
stead of three as wc used to. (As wc used 
to, that is, before our student levy was 
eaten away by seven years of inflation.) 

In addition, these two issues, although 
relatively large, are also relatively ad- 
hcavy (as much as 50 per cent ads in some 
cases.) So for lack of space wc often have 
to shelve quality work by members of the 
student body — which is to say, owners 
and operators of the paper. Wc believe the 
situation is similiur at the Daily. 

Student papers arc not businesses in the 
sense of being profit-making operations, 
and should not be thought of as such. They 
.arc many other things, but chiefly oppor- 
tunities for students to debate the issues of 
the day and to learn and practice alter- 
native journalism. Inadequate student sup- 
port of these papers means more than anti- 
quated equipment and salaries or 
honoraria that arc at best marginal, at 
worst farcical. It means a hampered stu- 
dent press, one reduced in size, variety 
and impact. 

Support your local student paper — no 
one else will.

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PGSS leaving SSMU ? 

To the Daily: 

I am writing to you in order to provide 
more information concerning the Post- 
Graduate Student Society referendum to 
be held in the following days. The referen- 
dum is held as a result of a report submit- 
ted to PGSS council (and available at the 
Thomson House Library) on the situation 
of graduate membership in SSMU. The 
report revealed an important disenchant- 
ment of graduate students towards the ser- 
vices provided by the SSMU. This was not 
new since this issue is about 25 years old. 
Two solutions were therefore possible: im- 
prove substantially the relations with 
SSMU or succssion. In good faith PGSS 
proposed four changes to the SSMU con- 
stitution which wc think will also improve 
the overall situation of SSMU. 

Bi-monthly meetings of the executive 
members from the two societies. 
Proportional representation per Faculties 
on SSMU council. 

The creation of a Vice-President Graduate 
Affairs on the SSMU Executive. 
Membership fee for graduate students 
which is proportional to use. 

Those changes were presented at the last 
council meeting of SSMU (Feb. 24). 
SSMU council refused to consider them 
until the next meeting pretexting pro- 
cedural problems. Because of deadlines 
our referendum will have to take place, 
however a mandate to negotiate autonomy 
docs not mean it will automatically take 
place. Graduate students could still play a 
role in SSMU given the necessary tools. If 
SSMU starts to co-operate with graduate 
students we will hold back on secession. I 
believe that March 10th meeting is 
SSMU’s last chance to prove that they 
have good faith and truly want to sec the 
graduate student population as part of their 
membership. It may sound like an 



In fact, most members of the Daily staff 
did not even sec the financial statements 
before they were published. 

However, since the presentation of 
miniscule statements, an unfortunate 'con- 
spiracy theory’ has developed, namely that 
the Daily was attempting to conceal the 
surplus shown at the end of the last 
publishing year. 

This is far from the case. The Daily 
Board of Directors is proud of the paper’s 
excellent financial management which has 
allowed the corporation to show a surplus 
in the face of adverisity. It is important to 
understand, though, that this surplus has 
been maintained at considerable expense 
to student services. In the issue in which 
Holland's letter is printed, for example, 
almost 80 percent of the issue is advertis- 
ing, yet the Daily made only S70 on the 
paper. Sure, there is a surplus, but there is 
also only a skeleton of a newspaper. 

As well, with a financial year ending 
April 30, the Daily needs operating funds 
to cover expenses incurred throughout the 
summer, a period where there is no 
revenue from cither advertising or 
students. Thus, a financial breakdown at 
the beginning of September, the beginning 
of the publishing year, would show an ef- 
fective deficit. 

At the scheduled annual general 
meeting, where the financial statements 
were to be presented, only one student 
showed up. The meeting was re-scheduled 
to March 18, and it is hoped that more 
students will be in attendance. Until then, 
anyone with questions concerning the 
finances of the Daily is free to inquire at 
the editorial offices at 392-8955.

In countries without a free press, vital information is controlled by 
the government. In liberal democracies, like Canada, government 
rarely interferes directly with the media. Yet financial constraints 
force the media to please advertisers, effectively limiting the scope 
of coverage. 

All of us have criticisms of the press. But few would 
underestimate the vital role the fifth estate plays in informing people 
of government deeds and misdeeds in their community, outside their 
community, and amongst themselves. 

McGill students deal with many levels of government — federal, 
provincial, municipal, the McGill Administration and the Students’ 
Society. A student paper provides a vital student perspective on 
issues larger than our own campus — particularly because it retains 
a degree of autonomy from advertisers. 

But when it comes to on-campus coverage, McGill students also 
need a paper which is free from financial and editorial control from 
both the McGill Administration and the student government. The 
Daily is this and more. ■_ 

Unlike the other campus publications, the Daily is a corporation 
owned by all McGill students, and is democratically run for and by 
students. It is in all our interests, as students, to keep it from finan- 
cial ruin. 

The upcoming Daily referendum is crucial for McGill students 
and their independent newspaper. The many services the Daily of- 
fers arc at stake. 

In addition to solid campus coverage, the Daily provides special 
editions on culture, science, in French and on other issues, and of- 
fers a variety of services to all McGill students. 

The Daily has not had a fee increase in the past ten years. But dur- 
ing the same period, the costs of putting out the paper have 
skyrocketed. 

Over a hundred students volunteer their time to the paper, and 
they have tried to cope with these pressures. But while the budget 
has been strictly maintained, the paper has suffered. 

The Daily has the highest number of ads of any student publication 
in Canada, bringing in two-thirds of its budget. Yet even today’s 
paper, with so many ads, is more than $300 short of breaking even 
between printing costs and revenue. 

And over the last four years, the Daily has been forced to cut the 
number of issues by 20 per cent, violating a contract with the Board 
of Governors. Were the Daily to meet its proper obligations, it 
would incur a $96,000 deficit. 

The situation is critical. The Daily Board of Directors, students 
elected campus-wide to oversee the paper’s finances, is urging 
students to vote YES in this referendum. 

The recommended fee increase represents only a fraction of the 
rise in inflation. But the Daily is efficient. One dollar more will not 
only prevent further deterioration and collapse, it will help restore 
the paper and guarantee its many services.

He urges students 
to vote for the candidate whom 
they believe can best manage 
Students' Society. 

Lightfoot also wants to solve 
student apathy at McGill. He 
belives he poscsses the theoretical 
knowledge to motivate people. 

Lightfoot is in favor of a tuition 
fee increase. “We eventually 
must pay our education costs 
through taxation, anyway,” he 
said.

Matthew Ruane cites the Pro- 
gramming Network's domination 
of choice ballroom dates as a ma- 
jor issue in his campaign. He ad- 
mits the network should get many 
dates, but they should not 
monopolize the space.

Ruane also blames past ad- 
ministrations for the lack of com- 
munication between Council and 
students. He believes he could be 
the catalyst towards an end to 
apathy. “I think I have a better 
idea of what students want or feel, 
and I can communicate," he said. 

Ruane docs not consider 
deprivatizing the Union Building 
franchises a sensible idea. He 
would rather re-open bids to sec if 
the Society could find a cheaper 
contract. 

Terry Sbrissa would like to sec 
better communication between the 
student body and council. She 
believes student apathy results 








Chris Alexander secs much 
room for improvement over this 
year’s Ian Brodie administration. 
Alexander wants to take more of 
an active role, instead of solely 
reacting to issues. He believes the 
External Affairs committee must 
be used more often so the 
Students’ Society can increase 
their resources in that area. 

Alexander also emphasized the 
need for commitment to certain 
aspirations, unlike this year’s ad- 
ministration. "We must have a 
consistent set of policies which 
are moving in some direction," 
he said. 

Alexander believes that the 
Quebec student movement is in a 
period of transition and thak 
McGill should play an important 
role in the movement. Alexander 
wants McGill to be active in the 
structuring of the new 
student coalition. 



Francis Lacombe wants to get 
the Athletics Complex built im- 
mediately. He believes for the 
amount of money the Students’ 
Society has spent on the project, 
there should be results. 

Lacombe also wants to work 
with the university administration 
to solve the lack of affordable stu- 
dent housing. “I favor the 
establishment of a joint effort bet- 
ween the administration and the 
Students’ Society to build co-op 
housing for students,” he said.

Horvath believes that many 
students falsely believe tuition 
fees are very low. He mentioned 
that many European students pay 
as low as $200 for tuition. He 
fears these beliefs help justify ex- 
orbitant bookstore prices and ex- 
tra costs such as the course 
materials fee. 

Horvath is also concerned with 
Bourassa’s attempt to manipulate 
popular opinion on certain issues 
when they start refunding the 
universities. He will attempt to re- 
mind students of all the other cuts 
the government has made over the 
past year and a half. 

Horvath sees a need to simplify 
and revise the loans and bursaries 
system. He believes the re- 
quirements are too many and too 
harsh.

Undergraduate Rep. to Board 
of Governors 

Paul Pickersglll’s main con- 
cern is the building of the 
Athletics Complex. He believes 
that in the past eight months as 
SSMU president, he has establish- 
ed vital contacts which could 
facilitate the construction of the 
complex. “I do not want these 
contacts to be lost," he said. 

Pickersgill, this year, was on 
the Board of Governors' advising 
committee on matters of social 
resposibility — the committee 
that oversees the university’s 
stock holdings. For the sake of 
university divestment, Pickersgill 
believes he should stay on as 
Board of Governors represen- 
tative in order to remain on this 
committee. 

Pickersgill is concerned with 
what he calls the “unnecessary 
uniformity of the fee”. He wants 
students and professors know ex- 
actly what it means so students do 
not have to pay for things they do 
not use. 

Rye Symons’ major concern is 
the lack of student representation 
on the Board of 
Governors. "There is only one 
representative for over 20 000 
students,” he said. Two-thirds of 
the committees of the Board of 
Governors have no student 
representation, including the 
more important ones, he said. 

Symons wants students to have 
a stronger voice in university af- 
fairs. He gave as an example the 
need for students, rather than the 
administration, to decide the kind 
of balance there should be bet- 
ween research and teaching. 

Symons wants to make sure that 
BoG hears student views on issues 
of social responsibility such as 
divestment and military research. 
He believes students should 
decide whether to approve or 
disapprove of such decisions. 

Arts Senator 

Cathy Assayag does not want 
to make too many promises but 



believes she can successfully lob- 
by for the interests of the students. 
She believes McGill students have 
a lot of dificultics and wants to 
hear their problems. Assayag says 
the university needs to be more 
accessible to francophones. 
“They have to be recognized," 
she said. She also wants to lower 
bookstore prices. 

Assayag believes it is important 
for first year students to live in 
residence, but also wants the ad- 
ministration to “put into action" 
off-campus housing to help the 
veteran residence students. 

Ward Brown believes he 
possesses vital experience in deal- 
ing with the administration. 

He wants the Senate to be more 
representative of students. He 
also wants to form a student 
caucus in Senate, to coorrdinate 
lobbying for student interests. If 
elected, he will also address two 
issues which he feels arc major 
obstacles to a quality education: 
overcrowding, and poor library 
services. 

Brown believes that the 
residences should be available for 
first year students, but off-campus 
housing must also be provided to 
returning students. 

James Donoghue wants to ac- 
celerate the development of the 
Athletics Complex. ‘‘The 
facilities, right now, are falling 
apart," he said. He also wants to 
see a more open Students’ Society 
and stronger opposition to the 
course materials fee. 

He is opposed to limiting the 
number of returning students in 
residence. He believes another 
solution could have been found. 
“We have to find an alternative,” 
he said. He will attempt to lobby 
for additional housing on campus. 

Andrew Burgess wants to 
focus on academic issues in his 
campaign. He will be trying to 
stop a new Arts curriculum which 
would restrict the number of 
courses which could be taken in 
one department. The faculty did 
not consult students on this cur- 
riculum. “Since it would go 
through the Senate, it would give 
me a chance to oppose it,” he 
said. 

Burgess also wants to enforce 
course evaluations by depart- 
ments. He believes this has been 
widely neglected. 

He is extremely disappointed by 
the quota on students returning to 
residence. He cited the fact that it 
would never have been done with 
a normal lease. “For some peo- 
ple, it is their whole home,” he 
said. He would want the Senate to 
do long-term planning to find 
more student housing, rather than 
impose this ruling. 

Rye Symons wants something 
to be done about the lack of action 
taken by Senate this year. He said 
that many of the Senate’s commit- 
tees ’ ardly met. He is concerned 
abou who is making the deci- 
sions. 

Symons also believes the over- 
crowding and the underfunding 
problems in the Arts faculty must 
be addressed. "I do not unders- 
tand why they are increasing ad- 
missions when funding has not in- 
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Military research at McGill 

Occupational hazards

While five people occupy an ad- 
ministration office to protest a 
McGill contract for military 
research, the ‘Ad-hoc Committee 
for Responsible Research at 
McGill’ called a press conference 
to denounce the research into Fuel 
Air Explosions (FAEs). 

“It’s a pernicious weapon that 
seeps along the ground into fox- 
holes and bunkers,” Ad-hoc 
Committee member Marc Willis 
said of FAEs yesterday in Union 
301. 

faes arc weapons which cause 
fatal blast pressures over a wide 
area upon ignition, and arc said to 
be the most powerful non-nuclear 
weapons. 

In October, McGill’s Board of 
Governors re-approved a seven 
year Department of National 
Defence research grant to two 
engineering professors studying 



FAE ignition properties. 

Tuesday morning, five 
members of a non-violent group 
called The Little Red 
Wagon — four of whom have 
been students of either McGill or 
Concordia — occupied the third- 
floor Dawson Hall office of 
McGill VP of Research, Gordon 
Maclachlan. 

Barricaded inside the office, the 
group said it will not leave before 
McGill’s Board reverses its deci- 
sion to approve the FAE contract. 
But the Board is not scheduled to 
meet before March 16 and the 
university has no intention of 
compromising, though neither do 
they intend to call in police. 

The Ad-hoc Committee said it 
will circulate a petition calling for 
a halt to FAE research. Students’ 
Society President Paul Pickcrsgill 
said he would wait for more stu- 
dent response before calling a 
demonstration. The Society de- 



nounced FAEs at its last meeting. 

Anthony Paré, of McGill 
Employees for Nuclear Disarma- 
ment, called for a permanent com- 
mittee to screen military research 
in the same way McGill reviews 
research involving human and 
animal subjects. 

The Canadian Defence Depart- 
ment said it is developing faes to 
clear minefields. Occupier David 
Lennox disagreed. “It’s obvious 
the main uses of these weapons 
are offensive.” 

Gordon Edwards of the Coali- 
tion of Nuclear Responsibility 
said, “It’s a tragedy that much of 
our research. ..is spent learning 
how to destroy ourselves.” 

Members of The Little Red 
Wagon take their name from a 
passage in Marge Picrcy’s novel 
Vida. It was also the name of an 
‘affinity group' of the 1960s 
radical movement, The 
Weathermen.

There appear to be a need to specifically 
outline the Arts & Science Undergraduate 
Society's funding of the journal Rubicon. 
Peter O'Brien, the journal's editor, ap- 
plied for a $6,200 grant from the ASUS 
for 19R6- 1987. This sum would represent 
approximately sixteen percent of our 
Society's available funds and over half of 
our allocated journal funding. 

Rubicon is clearly an outstanding jour- 
nal, but it is not strictly an undergraduate 



journal. There arc negligible amounts of 
undergraduate contributors and staff 
members. The journal has received 
SI3.050 in funding over the last three 
years, including $5,000 from last year's 
council. These large figures represent a 
complacent tradition which previously has 
not been given proper consideration. 

Rubicon is enjoyed by all members of 
the McGill community but the ASUS can 
no longer, particularly with this year’s 
substantial deficit, support the journal to 
such an extent. Our $2,000 contribution 
better reflects the magazine's 
undergraduate constituency. Rubicon's 
future is safe. It is under good leadership 
and its fine quality will ensure survival. It 
should also be noted that its Canada Coun- 
cil grant increased this year by $1,500 to 
$6,500.

I am already aware (on the in- 
tellectual level at least) of your complaints 
and your expectations as a group and now I 
want to know you in the way 1 should have 
known you in the first place: as a person 
with an attitude, and I dont really care now 
whether you came from Mars, or even 
from, (horror of horrors) a Mental Institu- 
tion. I want to know who you arc and what 
you sec and not your compartinentalization 
so much. 

If I was a Government or if I was 
unaware of my tendency to relegate you to 



second class status, then I would want you 
to know your compartinentalization so that 
I can recognize that you and people of your 
kind have been oppressed and have every 
right to equality NOW. 

But I am primarily a person just like you 
arc a person and I am already intellectually 
aware of the need to stamp out racism anil 
stamp out the warring Patriarchy. I am u 
university student who is sometimes 
troubled by irrational fears, and my fears 
sometimes find their form in hatred of 
other people and other things. But I love 
the world and love all people except those 
who hide behind ideologies and 
movements and occupations so I cannot 
sec who they are.
